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FIELD CROPS 


A cold winter with heavy snowfall followed by a cool spring de- 
layed the commencement of field operations. Potholes and sloughs were 
filled; water erosion was severe in central and Peace River regions. 


Legumes and fall rye came through the winter in good _ shape, 
Winter wheat suffered damage, The winter was hard on livestock; the 
condition of cattle in the spring was only fair to poor. 


At the middle of May seeding operations were about two weeks be- 
hind normal, Most of the early potatoes and about 50 per cent of the 
sugar beets were planted at Taber, The seeding of specialty crops was 
underway at Lethbridge. Seeding wheat was 50 to 95 per cent completed 
as far north as Ponoka and Sedgewick. Progress was slow in western 
and northern areas, In the Peace River country 15 to 25 per cent of 
the wheat was planted. Very little coarse grains were sown west and 
north of Ponoka, 


Pastures and hay crops were slow. 


At the end of May seeding was nearing completion in the south, 
with some flaxseed and mustard still to be sown. At June 12, opera- 
tions were nearing completion in central, northern and Peace River 
regions, However, the acreage sown to wheat were below the intentions 
to plant indicated at March l. In western areas, and to some extent 
in the north, low lying land could not be sown because of excessive 
moisture, 


The weather remained cold through June and the first half of July. 
Rain was more than sufficient in most regions but varied from excessive 
in western regions to dry in the Peace River especially in the Manning 
and Fort Vermilion districts, 


Wet fields seriously interrupted the farmers' work schedule, 
Spraying for weed control was not completed and summerfallows became 
weedy, Early-sown crops developed fairly well but late plantings made 
little progress, Much of the hay was badly damaged by the weather, 


Warm weather after mid-July advanced early crops rapidly but late 
seeded crops did not respond, Then extremely hot weather in the first 
three weeks of August ripened grain too fast and reduced yields, By 
this time swathing had become fairly general and some threshing had 
been done in all regions except along the western fringe, Early re- 
turns indicated that the prospects of a month earlier would not be 
realized, 


Wet weather during the last week of August and throughout 
September slowed swathing and kept threshing almost at a_ standstill, 
Precipitation varied a great deal. In southern and central regions 
the moisture received was limited, Rainfall was heavy in western 
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regions and southern sections of the Peace River country, Some 
sprouting occurred, Frost occurred in Peace River over the weekend of 
September 4; a week later low temperatures in all areas terminated the 
growing season for most crops. 


Fine weather returned toward the end of September and threshing 
became general in most districts by early October, The period of wet 
weather had caused considerable sprouting and mildew in the Peace, 
western and other isolated areas, But frost had exacted a heavier 
EOS Wheat lost up to two grades and more oats than usual were 
suitable only for greenfeed,. Forage seeds and flaxseed suffered most 
from high winds that swept the province in October, 


September was a poor month for developing sugar beets, Frost 
reduced the yield and quality of corn but the year was better than 
average for other vegetables grown for processing. 


Fairly good yields of grass seeds were obtained but legume seed 
crops were spotty. Too much growth resulted in poor seed set, 


Wet ground prevented planting the intended acreage of winter 
wheat and fall rye, 


The 1965 crop year was abnormal, Crop prospects varied from poor 
to good, It seemed all might be lost in September, Then a month of 
fine weather made the ending so much happier than had seemed possible,

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LIVESTOCK 


The winter of 1964-65 was hard on livestock. The movement of 
feed was much above normal and, in the spring, reserves were practi- 
cally depleted, Cattle were generally in poor condition and pastures 
were slow in all regions. However, moisture conditions were good and 
after warm weather came about the end of May grazing was excellent. 
Livestock went into the winter in good condition. 


Wet weather in July delayed haying and a good deal of the hay 
was pretty well matured when cut. However, when cut the crop was put 
up in good condition. Second cut alfalfa suffered weather damage. 
Yields were heavy in most regions. 


The number of cattle and calves on farms at June 1 were estimated 
at 3,195,000 head up 1.9 percent from a year earlier. However, record 
numbers of calves were exported in the fall. A levelling off in cattle 
numbers may be expected. 


Hog numbers decreased from 1,370,000 in 1965 to 1,245,000 or 
about 9 per cent. At December 1, numbers were 19 per cent below esti- 
mates on the same date the year before. The estimated number of sows 
to farrow December 1, 1965 to June 1, 1966 will about equal farrowing 
a year ago. Thus it would appear that hog production is returning to 
normal levels 


The number of sheep’ on farms in Alberta declined 13 per cent in 
the year ending June 1, 1965, compared with a drop of 9 per cent for 
Canada. The number of sheep one year and over at December 1 decreased 
from 175,000 in 1964 to 152,000 in 1965 indicating a further drop in 
lamb production in 1966.

DAIRYING 


Milk cow numbers at June 1, 1965 were estimated at 245,000 down 
12,000 from the year before and milk production decreased 4.5 per cent. 
In spite of better than average pasture production per cow was 
approximately the same as in 1964, 


On the basis of a percentage of the total, the production of 
creamery and dairy butter decreased most (56.2 to 53.7 per cent). 
Fluid milk sales increased from 16.2 to 17.7 per cent of the total 
milk produced. Ice cream and fluid cream sales also increased as did 
milk fed to farm animals. 


Prices received for most dairy products sold advanced moderately. 
The exception was a slight reduction in the price received for butter- 
fat used in the production of creamery butter. 


The dairy policy of the government of Canada was revised effective 
in the spring. Prices received by producers were maintained through 
price supports, deficiency payments and supplementary payments. 
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POULTRY 


The number of domestic fowl in Alberta at June 1 showed an in- 
crease of about 7 per cent compared with a year earlier. The monthly 
average number of layers dropped 4 per cent while egg production de- 
creased 5 per cent. Chicken broiler production decreased 8 per cent 
while trukey production increased 12 per cent. 


Estimated average prices received by producers for poultry pro- 
ducts with 1964 figures in brackets were: poultry in cents per pound 
eviscerated, chicken meat, 28 (26); fowl, 18 (18); turkey, 34 (32); 
goose, 35 (34); and duck, 35 (34); eggs in cents per dozen, for 
consumption, 31 (26); and for hatching, 60 (60). The Agricultural 
Stabilization Board paid a deficiency payment of 4.3 cents a dozen to 
a maximum of 4,000 dozen Canada Grade A Extra Large, Grade A Large, 
and Grade A Medium eggs marketed by a producer during the year.
